SUBMARINES AND AMERICA.

The new féature 
about U 53’s cruise is that we have the dates 
of its beginning and end, and the exploit of 
sinking the six steamers off the Nantucket Light- 
ship on October 8 appears in a somewhat 
different light when it is seen that the sub- 
marine had to make a six-weeks’ voyage to do 
it. Add the other two or three weeks in 
which the boat must remain at her base for 
refit and repair and to rest her crew, and it 
will be realised how impossible is the hope of 
sustaining a submarine blockade of the Ameri- 
tan coast, especially when it is remembered that 
no other boats will have the benefit of the 
element of surprise with which U 53 was 
favoured. 


MACKENSEN’S ASSISTANT.

tailed system. During the next few weeks he 
gradually uired a knowledge of the general 
medical establishment in Egypt. Base hospitals 
AER owing to the fact that t had 
the primary medical base for Gallipoli. 
- WORK IN ALEXANDRIA. 

In Alexandria there were four large hospi- 
tals for European troops, two for Indian troops, 
and the loc ah mga Government Hospital. 
Of the four general hospitals his own was the 
largest, — capable of accommodating 2,500 
patients, and staffed by forty medical officers. 
The Colonel in command, Colonel Healy, was 
a Dubliner, while the Matron, also Irish, had 
been trained as a nurse at St. Vincent's. 
All visitors to France were much 
struck by the organisation of the 
medical forces there, and he thought a similar 
high quality characterised the arrange- 
ments in Egypt. Of the three hospital build- 
ings one was allocated entirely to surgical work, 
one to enteric cases, and one to general medical 
cases, but only a comparatively small number 
of the patients were treated within the build- 
ings, the remainder being dealt with in woods. 
huts and in tents, which, as far as possible, 
were grouped into special areas according tv the 
type of case they were to reeeive. The medical 
officers all lived in tents. As compared with 
civilian practice one saw how much time was 
gained by the fact that there was no necessity 
to enter into lengthy explanation. The soldier, 
with few exceptuons, receives his treatment 
without question, content that the best is being 
done for him, and, in , sometimes appears 
too machine-like. During the latter months of 
1915 most of the eases came in large comvoys 
from Gallipoli, and even after the evacuation 
cases from there continued to come via Múdros. 
Most of the Gallipoli army itself, subsequent to 
the evacuation, was stationed in Egypt, and 
continued to suffer for some months from the 
same illnesses that had decimated them on the 
peninsula. When the very large army that 
was maintained in Egypt during the winter and 
spring wes gradually drafted to other regions 
a quiet time followed, though at times large 
convoys from Mesopotamia would cause a 
sudden rush of work. Speaking generally, 
however, the work was on the decline at the 
time he left, and unless it was decided in future 
to send some of the Salonika cases to Egypt it 
seemed probable that its extreme importance as 
a medical base would soon cease. 


AN ARMY'S FOES. 


Proceeding, Captain Moorhead dealt with the 
type of case with which he was concerned in 
the medical division of the hospital, for the 
clmical supervision of which he was responsible. 
An army had two foes—* bacilli and bullets '— 
and of these in most campaigus the former was 
by far the most dangerous. This probably did 
not hold good of our campaign in France. In

SIR EDWARD CARSON’S 
VICTORY. 


A notable victory was won yesterday by Sir 
Edward Carson and the groups who have been 
championing the cause of votes for our fighting 
men, writes the Parliamentary Correspondent 
of the Daily Mail. After a dramatic Parlia- 
mentary tussle the Government agreed to in- 
troduce a special bill to confer on them the 
franchise, The Special Register Bill, which, 
while preparing a register of voters during war 
time, would have left in the lurch our fighting 
men in the trenches and on the lower deck, is 
vegarded as dead. 


GERMANY’S HUGE EFFORT. 


Mr. Oharles Tower, the Amsterdam Corre- 
spondent of the Daily Mail, in a message yester- 
day, says :—Germany is preparing another enor- 
mous effort. The Germans themselves are ex- 
pecting what is called a mass levy, which 
means that every man and woman must place 
himself or herself at the disposal of the military 
for whatever service is required. The Minister 
for this mass levy is General Groner, who, ac- 
cording to the Frankfurter Zeitung’s Berlin 
correspondent, is vested with wide powers, which 
apparently include the organisation of the pro- 
duction and supply of all Army requirements, 
not merely ammunition. There is a general be- 
lief that some raising of the age limit from 45 
will also tollow. General Groner will evidently 
be directly responsible for the reduction of non- 
war production to its extreme economic limit, 
and for the use for war purposes of the 
machinery and labour thus released. If, on the 
one hand, it is true that the Allies’ efforts have 
at last brought Germany to the point where she 
has to employ. this method, it is also clear that 
the Allies will have to make unprecedented 
efforts to meet it. 


LATEST AUSTRO-GERMAN 
SCHEME. 


I have received, from a source which I con- 
sider trustworthy, says the Morning Post; own 
correspondent at Berne, the following informa- 
tion concerning the dedisions arrived at by the 
Central Powers in régard to the Polish ques- 
tion.
